The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-9, 
and 12-30 are allowed for at least the following reasons. The closest prior art does not 
disclose a matching holder for an RF shielding assembly that forms a cylindrical RF 
shield matching up with the patient-end surface of an NMR magnet where the holder is 
a rigid surface configured to abut and adjoin to the patient end surface of an NMR 
magnet including a cryostat so as to form an electrically coupled unit between the 
holder and the cryostat.
